FORMER THEFT IS RECALLED

Doln In Taken From Vault in 8ack and
Simllar One Full of Washers Sub-
stituted—Loss win Probably
Reach $30,000.

San Francisco, Bept. 20.—A report
published late here on Friday of the
discovery of extensive thefts in the
United BStates mint brought neither
eonfirmation nor denlal from tne mint
efMcials. _

Federal secref service men called
from Washington are working on what
fa believed to be the most extensive
robbery of a government depository
since the same mint was looted of &
fortune in gold bars a decade ago.

One sack, alone contalning $30,000,
has been found to be missing, and the
government agenta fear from the
traces left by the thieves that the
minl has besa looled wyslewmatically
of many thousands more.

Buperintendent of the Mint T. W. 8.
Shanahan refused to deny the report
that the loss Is a heavy one. He has
referred all inquiries to the treasury
department In Washington, from
which, he declares, all information
eome.

The sack, which had contained $30,-
800, had been replaced by a similar
eae contalning iron washers, almost
equalizing the gold in welght. The
8ack bore the ordinary government
stamp. The secret service men have
all employes of the mint under sur

FUND WILL AID FARME

PACKERS VOTE $800,000 TO BHOW
PROFITS IN BEEF.

Chlcago Convention Says U. 8. Keeps

High Meat Prices by Demanding

Label Change Too Often.

Chicago, Sept. 24.—Five hundred
thousand dollars was voted on Monday
by the American Meat Packers' asso-
olation, in session here, to stimulate
oattle ralsing. This step was taken
as the result of the situation which
the packers declare confronts the
country—a meat famine by 1923—and
to lower the high cost of living.

This was decided by the meat pack-
ers on Monday at their annual conven-
tion, on the motion of Gustav Blschoff,
8r., of the Independent Packing vom-
pany, Bt. Louls, president of the or
ganization.

“What the farmers of the country
need is education along the lines of
how to operate their farms,” said Mr.
Blachoff, . “They imagine that the only
way they can make ‘both enus meet' i
to ralse an abundance of gralns and
feed no beef cattle.

“As a matter of fact, there is not &
farmer in the land who ecould mot
ralse a few beef cattle to good advan-
tage. What the farmers need iz edu-
ocation. With this In mind, 1 raove
that a fund of $100,000 a year be voted
for a period of filve years, to be ex-
pended among the farmers in a cam-
palgn of education. Until the farmers
ralse cattle for beef, the price of meat
cannot be lowered. As long as the
supply s scant the price must of ne-
sesaity be high'

The motion to create the $500,000
educational fund was carried by unani-
mous vote, and President Bilschoft will
appoint & committes to devise ways
and means for carrying on thie work.

Now, under tests of varied charac
ter, it has been demonstrated that the
cost of slectric operation ia practically
aboui fivewighils that of doing the
same work with steam locomotives,
says the Toledo Blade. The electrie
locomotive has proved to have de-
clded advantages In belng able to use
its entire welight for tractive effort,
in making a greater mileage per year
than the &team locomotive and In
needing fewer repairs.

USING ELECTRIC PYROMETER

Measurement of Temperature 8o Far
Perfected That Ailmost Any De-
gree Can Be Obtained,

Hlectriec pyrometry, as the measure-
ment of temperature by electric means
s called, has now been so far perfect-
ed that it is applicable from near the
absolute zero—some 490 degrees Fahr
enheit below the ordinary sero—to
the temperature of melting piatinum,
more than 3,000 degrees Fahrenheit
above gero, Prof. J, A. Fleming, in a
recent lecture on the wsubject, de-
soribed the two methods of measur-
Ing temperature by electrice]l means,
one depending on the incresss of eleo-
tric resistance of a pure metal with
increase of temperature, and the other
on the production of an electromotive
force In a elrenit of two metals when
one junction I8 kept at & constant
tempernture and the other Is heated
to the temperature which it is desired
to measure, Many electrie pyrometers
give a continuous record of the tem-
perature on a revolving drum.
